WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(2)— 
When Queen Wilhelmina of the 
Netherlands finally put her royal 
head on her pillow at the White 
House tonight; she could: say 
“whew, what a day,” conscious 
that she followed through on aa 
heavy program that ranged from 
tulip discussions to commissioning 
a new submarine chaser, . 

The 61-year-old monarch, 
world’s senior ruler, was the 
queen to address congress. 

With the Roosevelts she drove to 
the Arlington National cemetery, 
where she laid a wreath on the 
tomb of the unknown soldier: of 
World War I. Later she gave a 
dinner at the Netheriands embassy 
and held a reception. 


She did it on four changes of 
costume, and two changes of spec- 
tacles. 

Wilhelmina, who kept the Neth- 
erlands out of World War I but 
wasnt that successful in World 
War II, told congress that “no 
surrender” remains the motto of 
her people, suffering though they 
are under alien rule. 

Around her neck was a slim 
platinum chain set at intervals 
with pearls and diamonds. She put 
on gold rim specracles with which 
to read her speech. 

From the capitol the Queen 
drove the Washington Navy 
Yard. There the President, acting 
under the lend-lease act, trans- 
ferred to her a 173-foot sub-chaser 
a “tangible expression of our 
admiration for all that the Neth- 
erlands navy has done, and is do- 
ing.’

The Nationalist leader made his 
statement to American newsmen 
on the eve of the opening here of 
the All-India Congress Committee 
session from which he is certain 
to obtain authorization for aay 
course of disobedience. 

Meanwhile, Maulana Abul Kae 
lan Azad, president of the All-In- 
dia Congress party, was reported 
to be drafting letters to President 
Roosevelt, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and other Allied leaders 
asking support for the congress’ 
demand for freedom and empha- 
sizing that the congress was pre- 
pared to offer armed resistance to 
aggressors. 

Gandhi said he could give no 
assurance that he would not deal 
with Japan if the Indian provi- 
sional government is established—~ 
but he added: 

“IT should do so in the interest 
purely of the Allied cause. It may 
be the effort and optimism of a 
visionary but it can do no harm 
to the war effort. It will dis- 
credit Japan if a friendly gesture 
on behalf of groaning humanity 
is repelled.”

ONE WORD MORE

PSALM FOR A SOLDIER Inaconscientious objectors’ camp 
in Maryland, Corbett Bishop is 


reported on a hunger strike against conscription and service in 
the Army. 
In another newspaper column I read that a young soldier, 
leaving for service abroad, wrote his family: 
“I am adjusting my steel helmet, pistol and 
gas mask, preparatory to crawling into the 
9ist Psalm, where I hope to remain for the 
duration.” 
It is a comforting thing, that 91st Psalm, and 
tailor-made for a soldier. The Psalmist sings: 


“He that dwelleth in the secret place of the 
Most High shall abide under the shadow of 
the Almighty. 

“IT will say of the Lord, He is my refuge and 
my fortress; in Him will I trust... 


“He shall cover thee with his feathers, and 
under His wings shalt thou take refuge: His 
truth shall be thy shield and buckler. 

“Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror by 
night; nor for the arrow that flieth by day. 

“Nor for the pestilence that walketh in 
darkness; nor for the destruction that wasteth 
at noonday. 

“A thousand shall fall at thy side, and ten thousand at thy right 
hand; but it shall not come nigh to thee... 

“Because thou hast made the Lord, which is my refuge, even 
the Most High, that habitation. 

“There shall no evil befall thee, neither shall any plague come 
nigh that dwelling. 

“For He shall give His angels charge over thee, to keep thee 
in all thy ways.” 

That is most of it. 

The greatest lines in it, I think, are are those which begin: 

“Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror by night; nor for the 
arrow that flieth by day.” 

It seems to me the better story is that of the young soldier who 
adjusted his weapons and stepped into the Q9lst Psalm for the 
duration. 

I find no emotion in the story of objector Bishop, except to 
say that if the man wishes to starve himself into eternity and go 
empty and hungry in body and soul to face his Maker, then let him. 

He is worth no headlines. 
A PROBLEM OF MIND sit has long seemed to me that the 
generation of the first World War 
is the shamed generation. The word generation covers, loosely, 
perhaps two generations. There was the adult generation of the 
war and the one which fought the war. 

We went into that war for an ideal. The youngest and the least 
informed soldier felt it. . 

Off in the wings there was the ironic laughter of the profiteers 
and the dodgers of fact. 

The men who went to fight went believing. 
way a soldier should go. 

And many who were at home believed, most of them. 

We lit a light of hope over the world. In the far corners of 
peasants burned candles before the news- 
paper and rotogravure picture of Woodrow Wilson. 

The flames of the candles of hope were pinched out at Ver- 
sailles, and when Wilson came home a great nation of millions of 
people sat by and let a little group of willful men crush all hope 
of lighting them again. 


THIS GENERATION We said that war was folly and that 
never again would we need to give any 
heed to what happened in Europe. 

(All the while the voice of airplane engines, flying the skies, 
were laughing at all those orators who were so smugly wise. All 
the while the airplane engines roared with deep-throated laughter 

sat the isolationists who were to persist up to the actual moment 
when the bombs were falling on Pearl Harbor. All the years the 
airplane engines were laughing, laughing, laughing. They knew 
that seas were no longer barriers against which ships strained for 
days. They knew better than the orators.) 

It was against that background that the generation we have 
called upon to fight for our lives and liberty, was reared. t is 
against that sort of teaching that we have sent them out to meet 
a foe which knows only terror and torture, cruelty and fear. 

We are seeing that all those years when we were idle there 
were men with a lust for power who plotted and planned, using 
our own slackness and our own neglects as springboards for, prop- 
aganda against us. 

We see the men who were taught that war was folly, casting 
aside their teaching in the light of a great truth and going forth 
to fight lust for power, greed, cruelty and the forces of reaction. 

We see young men, doubting not, clothe themselves in the 91st 
Psalm and go, without question, to fight for their country and the 
ideals of Christianity. 

An eccentric may go starving in an objector’s camp, letting his 
actions shout that all his life he has starved his mind. 

_ You can forget him. He will fret and strut through a few head- 
lines and a few inches of type. And be forgot. 

The 91st Psalm will go on, fearing neither the terror by night 
nor the arrow by day. 


The Best Servants of the Gestapo 
Are Free Men Not on the Pay Roll 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There are distant and hidden things that all persons of good 
sense can know beyond doubt by the process of reasoning. 

For example, they know that shrewd leaders of the Gestapo 
have issued the following orders, or similar ones, to those who are 
training men for sabotage in America. 

“The American passion for publicity has once more served us 
well by pointing out our mistakes, and hereafter our saboteurs must 
be taught to avoid these blunders. 

“They must not attempt to bribe members of the Coast Guard. 
These men will accept the money in apparent good faith, but they 
cannot be trusted. 

“Our saboteurs must not be soft. The four accosted by a lone 
Coast Guard on the beach might have lived to carry out their mis- 
sion if they had killed him. They were fooled by his apparent 
stupidity and let him live. It was a blunder that must not be 
repeated. 

“Saboteurs who smoke must be provided with American cigar- 
ettes. The four stupid ones who were fooled by the Coast Guard 
made the additional and inexcusable blunder of dropping butts of 
German cigarettes on the beach. We are especially grateful to the 
Americans for calling our attention to this mistake. We shall be 
more careful hereafter. 

“Saboteurs who are caught must give their correct names. When 
these are made public by the simple Americans, we know which 
units must be replaced in order to have their objectives achieved. 
And since all captures are promptly reported, we know which units 
escaped capture and therefore which methods of landing are most 
successful. 

“We need not fear America’s counterespionage or doubt the 
good faith or discretion of our agents living in America.. If the 
method of capturing our saboteurs had been kept secret, we would 
have had reason to believe that the FBI knows our secrets or that 
some of our agents are not to be trusted. Such suspicions would 
have handicapped our work. But since the Americans. kindly re- 
vealed all details of the capture, we know it was largely accidental 
and we have nothing to fear if we use ordinary discretion. 

“Instruct our agents to continue sending us all American maga- 
zines as quickly as possible. These are quite’trustworthy, and the 
vital information they give us is more useful than anything pro- 
vided by our agents. Heil America’s love of publicity!”

Over the years a strong Negro major league has been 


developed. Its support has grown to the point where all 
the red ink has been discarded and a handsome profit is 
being shown. 

Negroes have a justifiable pride in their league 
and the performers, and what would be the sense 
of urging participation of the stars on white teams 
and thus reduce their own league to the status of 
a mediocre minor circuit? 

This is a question asked by leading boosters of the 
Negro major league. 

The Negro major league has never sought white stars. 
and there has been no agitation for such a thing. 

Joe Bostig sports columnist of the People’s Voice, Har- 
lem newspaper, voicing a widespread sentiment among 
the Negro race, says he is lukewarm to agitation for Negroes 
in the major leagues. ~ 

He cites as reasons that “our approach to the 
question is strictly mercenary; we’re deadly prac- 
tical about the entire situation; we’re not convinced 
that baseball played in the organized leagues repre- 
sents the best caliber of ball played per se, and we . 
feel that the net results would be written in red ink 
onthe ledgers of Negro baseball.” 

Candy Jim Taylor, of the American Giants, who has 
been playing with and managing Negro teams for almost 
a half-century, observes: “We know there is no law against 
hiring colored boys in the majors. -Just as there’s no law 
against us hiring white boys for the American Giants. 
But we are going to stick to our colored boys and I know 
the majors are going to stick to the whites.” 

Which is a sensible and practical point of view. 

The psychology of a baseball 


The Baseball Fan crowd is not to be compared 


with any other. None of the so-called heroes of the game 
escape the sting of a fan’s verbal lashing. 

Remember how Billy Werber recently complained in 
a magazine piece of the “boo” of the mob. 

A sudden hush descends over a football crowd 
when a player tries for an extra point. 

The silence of a tomb prevails when a golfer 
addresses a putt in a tournament match. 

But what happens at a baseball game when the rival 
hero of the hour goes to the plate in a tense moment? 

“Boo! Boo!” yells the maddening throng. “Strike the 
bum out!” 

No matter what the batter does he'll be wrong with 
some part of the crowd. 

But the football player would be wildly cheered 
if he kicked the point or there would be a depressing 
wave of moans if he missed. No boos. There would 
be polite hand-clapping for the golfer. 

Baseball stirs up quick action among the fans. 
Questionable decisions bring down bottle showers on 
umpires. 

Reactions have been ever thus among baseball crowds. 
Thus it is easy to see why it is best for the races to develop 
the game in their own environment and within their own 
circles.

gives them a chance to thrust themselves into the 
limelight as great crusaders in the guise of democ- 
racy. There would be as much point in the reverse 
being tried and an attempt, made by Negro teams to 
bolster their lineup with white stars.” 

The Sporting News further observes: 

“Other sports have had their Joe Louis, Jesse Owen, 
Fritz Pollard, and like notables, respected and honored by 
all races, but they competed under different circumstances 
from those dominating baseball. 

“Organized Negro baseball has become a million-dollar 
business annually and it is beginning to emerge from the 
red-ink stage into the profit column. It would be a Stag- 
gering blow should its leading players be drawn into the 
majors and, with them, its fan support. It is doubtful if 
the colored game could survive. Instead of gaining any- 
thing, Negro baseball would lose everything and without 
a medium for developing talent there would be no players, 
in a short time, who could make the grade, even if given 
the opportunity, in the American or National, not to men- 
tion the minors.” 

There is enough baseball to go around. 
Negro fans enjoy watching white teams play and 
vice versa. In many minor league towns the support 

of Negro fans ranks high in the season’s attendance 

totals. 

It ts highly appreciated and the arrangement has proved 
most desirable over the testing ground of time.

All the vitamins help you hang 
on to your youth, but the special! 
ones are vitamin C and riboflavin. 
Vitamin C helps to_prevent fragil- 
ity of the blood vessels and is, 
therefore, a factor in keeping your 
arteries young. 

Riboflavin has been publicized 
as the vitamin that figures in the 
extension of your best years. That 
is another way of saying it tends 
to keep you young. 


The standard requirement for 
vitamin C is 1,500 international 
units a day. You get the amount 


you need if you have daily a citrus 


fruit, oranges or grapefruit, or to- 


mato juice, along with other fruits 


and vegetables which contain vita- 
min C in smaller amounts. In hot 
you would do well to 


‘drink plenty of fruit juices for 
‘this vitamin, but it is now regard- 


ed as protection against heat pros- 
tration. 

To meet the standard require- 
ment for riboflavin you~ should 
have 2.7 milligrams a day. You 
get your quota in a menu that 
Supplies an egg, lean meat-—par- 
ticularly the meat organs—green 
and leafy vegetables, and milk. 

The vitamin that is supposed to 
keep your hair from turning gray 
is also a member of the large B 
family. This one is called para- 
aminobenzoic acid. It is contained 
in yeast and liver. 

Just as important as vitamins in 
keeping your looks are the miner- 
als, calcium, phosphorus and iron. 
Unless you get milk or cheese 
every day you cannot get enough 
calcium and _ phosphorus. The 
woman really interested in staving 
off middle age will drink three 
glasses of milk a day.
